We grieve over this conservatism; its len-

light — to pore over musty tomes, and per 
plex themselves with indecipherable hiero- 
glyphics, when the fair book of Nati-ke 
lay spread out bdoro them. 

But while the great moral leaders have 
at u th ii- engaged, and in disputing about 
Ik letter of the law, the people have been 
eatching a portion of its spirit, and are no 
longer willing to be kept in bondage to old 
Jogmas. PROGRESS! is their watch 
word. Progress is Nature's eternal law; 
sad all her forests, mot-mains, and seas, re- 
spond to them in one universal anthem. 
Thus we find that the present stale of *o- 
e;y is highly reactionary, and is becoming 
more and more so. We should conteiu- 
ite its chaotic condition with -orrow, did 
we not see a new and more lieautiful crea- 
tion evolving from the confusion — did we 
not behold that star thai a few years since 
appeared in the east, ami that, like a Sri. 
viour, has attracted the attention of the 
u ist, shining with undiuuning brightness 
upon the night of metaphysical doubt and 
speculation, in which the aaarja of many of 
die wise and good of past ages wandered 
without a guide, and were lost in the un- 
certain lights that tlickeied around them 
17 - st ir is attended with brilliant satelires. 
which, like it, receive all their light from 
the great Spiritual Sun, the centre of the 
Moral S\stem. 

We said that society is iii a high y reac- 
Lioaar| condition. It grasps widi one hand 
the most noble and elevating truths, and 
retains with the other the piejudicea and 
customs of the darker ages. There is now- 
existing in the coiuuunuy two powerfully 
aniagonis.ic principles — the tore principle 
and UN force principle. The fonnei says, ) torrent* and 
"If thine enemy hunger, feed him, if he 
thirst, give him drink;" the latter, "Away 
with him; kill him; crucify him." The 
"One is of ti.e earth, earthy:" the oilier "i» 
tl | Lord from heaven." Tne one belongs 
exclusively to an enlightened Christian 
people; the odier lo a barbarous, savage 
peop.c. Is it not so.' Arid yet the most 
■awarfal and convincing arguments of en- 
lighumed nations are still given at the can- 
non s mouth. CirisUan and barbarous na- 
tions still revenge their injuries in the same 
manner — by an appeal to nrms; the only 
difference consist ng in the manner of at- 
tack and the form of the weapon.

The canvass and the marble speak to us 
in all the touching passions of human. ty. 
until we almost believe that the artists were 
possessed of Promethean power. Our 
poets chsrm us wiih their harmonious v< r- 
sificalion and exalted sentiments, while tin 
angel might listen lo ihe entrancing note « of 
a Laborde. 

The land is full of labor-saving m iclum s, 
of most wonderful power, that hourly per. 
form the work of thousands, and they art- 
daily increasing. Bailtoads radiite to star* 
point of the compass, "making the solitary 
places glad." Steamboats, with their un 
tiring wheels, plough deep into the bosom 
ol all our navigable streams, and. ere long, 
the whole globe will be traversed by stetan 
boats and steam engines, connecting bind 
nnd sea, to its remotest coiners .

It «. We said that ihe low principle is 
more powerful than the force principle; but 
there is so little of the former ;n the world, 
that the latter triumphs — consequently, that 
"might makes right," has become an al- 
most universal maxim. No marvel, then, 
dial the moral power of society is weaken- 
ed, ins.ead of being made strong, by num- 
bers — aa marvel, when each would rob 
the other of his right, that with an increase 
of numbers there should be an increase of 
crime, and that this vast accumulation 
should constantly ferment, and throw out 
from its agitated bosom fierce assassins and 
blood v rioters — no marvel, tnat the mob 
should rule in place of law, wiile the force 
principle triumphs — while it is educated 
.mo the mind of the little infi.nt, from the 
moment that its plastic nature is capable of 
thought. 

It is the province of education to harmo- 
nize these antagonistic principles, to make 
force subservient to love, by ii reeling the 
belligerent nature of man against the errors 
and vices of society, instead of individual 
members and nations. 

How much better were it — how much 
more consistent — for enlightened Christian 
nations to meet their enemies with the 
weapons of intellectual argument. Oh! 
hotv infinitely better were it for society, 
could her vanquished enemies rise unscath 
cd from the field of confiict, only stripped 
of the false ormoi with which they arrayed 
ihemselvee for the combat, than to listen to 
the groans of men cut off in the midst of 
their days; and beiold "lean and hungry 
dogs" prowl about the dead bsdiea of fath- 
ers ! husbands '. and sons ! licl.ing from the 
drunken earth their precioua blood ; while 
its loathing bosom Mends forth a deadly mi- 
asma, filling the very air of heiven with the 
foulness of the play.

1 do not think 1 am "alien- 
ated." 1 deplore the infatuation of many 
whom I have considered my friends. Noth- 
ing, in my judgement, but infatuation can 
account for the determination of the people 
of Kentucky to perpetuate slavery. This 
determination wrings my heart with anguish. 
Every one ought lo know that slavery is a 
violation of the natural rights of man. Il 
exists by legal right, that is to say, it is the 
creature of positive, local law. Man's nat- 
ural right to liberty God hu given. The 
'legal right' which one man has to make a 
slave of another, is of human origin. The 
natural right to liberty which God has es- 
tablished, comes into collision with the legal 
right to take away liberty which man has 
established. Surely the right which is of 
human creation should yield to the right 
which is of divine origin. I did hope that 
this would be the case under the new Con- 
stitution of Kentucky; but the pro-slsvery 
party has triumphed.

As an illustration of one of the phases in 
which negro slavery present* Itself to a profes- 
sing Christian people, we would ask attention to 
a few atatemenls of facts, as taken from one of 
our daily papers. 

In th* "Louisville Democrat" of 26lh De- 
cember last, we rind thiu paragraph, under the 
head of Police reports: 

A negro was arraigned on the charge of steal- 
ing clothes from the store of BB Anderson & 
Co. 

The Judge uked where were the articles 
stolen? 

The Mar.hsl said the gentlemen had retain- 
ed them, and did not come Into court to prose- 
cute. 

Hit Honor directed the Police officers to bring 
into court all article* found in the possession 
of thieves— as It was the only means by which 
they could be induced to come forward and 
prosecute. Ic the present case he ordered the 
uegro to be discharged— remarking to the offi- 
cers, that wueu they found a negro pilfering, 
to take him out nnd gice him just as many as he

Had 
such a provision been lucorpc rated in the j.r.-s- 
ent Constitution of Kentucky as is incorporated 
in the Constitution* of New York an I Wiscon- 
sin, all the amendments, oae. after tin other, that 
the people desired to make could have been 
made by themselves, and with more wisdom than 
will be shown in a general revision of the entire 
Cooslitution, and withsut any trouble or ex- 
pense attending thesaaie.

three hours and a ball. The tosd is rough and un- 
even, and the country nol so baodsome ssl wan 
prepared to see, but ooocenery is very commenda- 
ble, being diversified with bleok, wild bills, roll- 
ing woodlsnda, streams both large and small, Willi 
here and there a tolerably well cultivated farm.— 
The moot valuable and >esl cultivated of the*.- 
are Mr. Jul us C. Ward's, Gen. Wm. Johnson's, 
and Mr. Craig's. Neai Georgetown are several 
ye y handsome and aristocratic looking places, 
one of which belongs and ia occupied by a son of 
Gov. Deoiu — a handsome monument to the merr- 
ory of the old Governor adorning the lawn in front 
of the mansion. 

Georgetown is one of the most plessant villages 
in our Sute. and one which I would eelect before 
any olher I know of lo s-ittle down in for Iff*, if I 
re weolthy enongh to retire from business and 
live alone for comfort, ease snd enjoyment. Theie 
is sn ait of clesnlineos, thrift and enterprise sbout 
ihe plsce which you never find in Southern Ken- 
tucky villages, snd the people sre proverbisl for 
their intelligence, Juorallty and high-toned nn pul- 
ses. Their schools csnnot be surpsssed. I four d 
French, of the Herald, as buay aa a bee, in hia 
office, despatching job work, fnrniehing copy, 
weighing rags, Uking in the dimes, and occasion- 
ally slsppingover one ol hi: troop of white headed 
»sjys, when they flockec! around him too numr r- 
oualy snd boisterously for bis over-Used rerves. 
ll was sll s mistake about the people of George- 
town discontinuing their subscriptions to the H«r- 
sld and desiring to sUrt a rival paper. Ita 
would as eoon think ol giving up their teo snd 
oaofco as the Herald, and would r.ot part with 
French o'i any account, notwithstanding Ilia nn- 
approachable ugliness.

contract. 

ibis question has long been aaource of interest 
to ibe public, because of iio involving the line of 
Hovel ludchiefcommunication between the North 
aud South. The case stands now in this way: 

The .Stale of New Jersey chartered the Railroad 
and Canal Companies, aud contracted with Ihem, 
that if the/ (the companies) would pay to the 
State the interest on f 200,0011 worth of stock, and 
duties on sll paasengers and freight, the 
guarantee to the companies, that ao 
be made through it, to compete with 
t ieir road. The Legislatures of 1836, '36 and 'ST, 
re affirmed Hie contract lhe transit duties now 
pai 1 to the Sute amount to about $80,1X0 a year.
